Artillery Successfully Used Against 
the Indian Murderers Who 
Belied the Police. 



Their Ammunition Exhausted and 
Without Food They Bravely 
Held Their Ground. 



Duck- Lake, May 31.— (Special)— " Al- 
mighty Voice " the Indian murderer was 
killed by the sheila of the Mounted 
Police yesterday afternoon. The volun- 
teers from Prince Albert arrived at the 
bluff about 8 p. in on Saturday, under 
command of James McKay, Q.C., and 
took a position around the bluff. Short- 
ly after 25 police from Regina in com- 
mand of Inspector McDonnell came in, 
bringing with them a nine-pounder gun, 
and commenced to Bhell the bluff" about 
5 a.m. Sunday, keeping up a lire for 
about two hours, during which time the 
bluff was much cut up. The Indians 
not returning the fire the shelling was 
stopped at 11 a.m. After a consultation 
amongst the officers a general charge 
was ordered, the volunteers keeping up 
a continuous fire ae they charged. When 
they arrived at the riile pits they found 
all the Indians had been shot. "Almighty 
Voice" was literally riddled with bullets, 
and the other two Indians were mortally 
wounded in several places. Police Con- 
stable Kerr and Mr. Grundy's bodies 
were found about twenty yards from the 
pit, both shot in several places in the 
head and body. They were stripped of 
their clothing, which was found on the 
bodies of the Indians. After the bodies 
of the three Indians had been identified 
they were left where they fell. 

The bodies of the murdered police 
were taken to Prince Albert and the re- 
mains of Mr. Grundy were removed to 
his residence at Duck Lake. He was a 
man held in very high esteem and 
leaves a widow and a young family. 
Both of the poiice who were shot tire un- 
married. Much praise ib due to 
the prompt action of James Mc- 
Kay, Q.C., who organized the band of 
volunteers. It is thought by many that 
if it had not been for his timely assist- 
ance to the police a second edition of 
1885 might have developed. It is also 
right to mention the risk Mr. McKay 
took, in leading the charge of the volun- 
teers in person. 

The funerals of the police take place 
to-morrow forenoon and will no boubt 
be the largest ever seen in Prince Al- 
bert. Almighty Voice's victims since 
he escaped from the police in 1895 are : 
Killed, Sergeant Colebrooke, Corporal 
Hockin anil Constable Kerr, of the 
Mounted Police, and Postmaster Grundy 
of Duck Lake; wounded, Capt. Allan, 
Sergt. Haven and Scout Venue. 

Winnipeg, May 31.— Another Duck 
Lake special says: "The civilians be- 
came impatient "at the forced inactivity 
of the police around the bluff at Duck 
Lake where Almighty Voice was hidden. 
They had all along been anxious to set- 
tle the matter at once and determined to 
rush the bluff at all hazards. The police 
then decided to help them. 

Almighty Voice's aged mother eat on 
hill top with her sou's wife and watched 
the entire proceedings all day. _ The old 
woman looked sullen and defiant, and 
several of the Indians say she may yet 
make trouble. The pitts were located 
near the eastern end of the bluff. They 
consisted of circular holes three or four 
feet in diameter and about five feet deep 
with earthen works thrown up about the 
side. 

The scene of the late trouble was about 
ten miles almost due east of the spot 
where General Middleton's column 
branched from the main trail to enter 
Batoche in May 1885. The marks of the 
trenches dug by the volunteers around 
their tents are still visible, and other 
signs of Middleton's camping places are 
to be seen. The outlaws' retreat was 
little short of impregnable. Butts 
clad with dense poplar, with a strong 
growth of willows, entangled, entwined 
and matted, showed the great risk of 
anything like a rush. It was impass- 
able to the men on horseback, and those 
on foot had to make headway on their 
hands and knees. The bluff is about 
L'OO yards long by about 00 wide. Of 
course it could bo taken by a rush, but 
it wan feared that it would have entuiled 
a great loss of life, and Assistant Com- 
missioner Mclllree had Btrict orders not 
in any event to imperil lives or, if pos- 
sible, to add to the number of those al- 
ready killed and wounded; hence -the 
delav. 

Prince Albert, May 31.— All the 
wounded are doing well. Capt. Allan 
hopes to bo able to save the arm. It is 
his right arm, and is shattered about 
two inches below the shoulder. After 
he had fallen fuom hiB horse the Indian 
ran up within a few feet to lire again, 
but his gun would not go off. Sergt. 
Raven was brought from Duck Lake by 
Saturday's train, and is now in the hos- 
pital barracks. He is shot through the 
lleshy part of the right leg, not in the 
eroin as previously reported. He re- 
ceived two Bhots, one passing across his 
breast, cutting hia clothing, and the 
other piercing his coat on the right side. 
Nnnoleon Venno iB shot in the shoulder. 

West Pwncb Albert, N.W.T., May 



81. — Superintendent Gagnon returned 
from Munichisa laBt night with police 
and volunteers, bringing the bodies of 
Corporal Hockin and Constable Kerr. 

The Indiana were found in a pit about 
live feet deep and eight feet long, which 
they had evidently dug with a knife, 
which waB found lashed to a stick. They 
had one broken riffe, a good one and a 
pistol. 

"Almighty Voice " was quite dead, the 
top of his' head being blown off by a 
shell. There was also a wound in each 
hand and one of hia feet was smashed. 
Another Indian waa dead by his side, 
having evidently been killed by the same 
shell that Bilenced "Almighty." 1 A 
third was near the outskirts of the bluff", 
dreBsed in Constable Kerr's breeches. 
They had no ammunition, except for the 
pistol, and for provisions they had peel- 
ed the bark from about thirty trees and 
eaten it. On Friday they Bhot two crows 
which flew over the bluff", which, with 
the bark, is about all the food they had 
since they took refuge in the bluff. They 
had removed part of Grundy's clothing 
and used it. Constable Kerr's ring had 
been taken from his finger, and waa 
found on the finger of an Indian. Be- 
sides " Almighty Voice," there waa an 
Indian known as Dublin, and a youth the 
couBin of the former. 

The Indian John, "Almighty Voice's " 
father, who was caught conveying am- 
munition, will be brought to Prince Al- 
bert. 



GREECE A SUPPLIANT. 

Imploring Protection From Turkish Veu 
geance — A Vacation for Constantine. 

London, May 31.— The Berlin corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail says: The 
Kolnische Zeitung says that Greece will 
be compelled to pay a large indemnity, 
to reduce her army to 20,000 men, and to 
give up her fleet. 

The Athena correspondent of the 
Standard says: King George paid a visit 
to M. Unou. the Russian minister, yes- 
terday, and after a two hours' interview 
Bent a long telegram to Emperor Nicho- 
las, urging him to intervene on behalf of 
Greece. 

The Athena correspondent of the 
Times says: Turkey's continued arming 
and reported Russian preparations, with 
ether rumors of a bellicose character, 
raise the hopes of some of the Greek 
newspapers that Greece may yet benefit 
from a general European war. But the 
majority of the Greek nation, sobered 
by a sad experience, is only desirous 
that Europe shall protect Greece against 
her conqueror. 

A dispatch to the Times from Canea, 
island of Crete, dated Sunday, savs: 
Armed Mussulmans made a sortie from 
Candia Saturday night and burned the 
village of Kalivia, killing fourteen. The 
dispatch adds: " This is certain to have 
serious consequences, as it will incense 
the Cretans, who will make reprisals." 

Athens, May 30.— Dispatches from 
Lamia report forward movements of a 
Buspicious character by the Turks. 

Maj. Gen. Nelson A. Miles arrived 
yesterday at Lamia, visited the Greek 
lines and subsequently lunched with 
Crown Prince ConBtaatine. 

It appears that the Prince of Wales 
has expressed his personal desire that 
Crown Prince Constantine should go to 
London for the Jubilee festivities, and 
this is regarded as indicative of English 
good will toward Greece. 

Constantinople, May 31.— The Turk- 
ish government replied on Saturday to 
the collective note presented by the am- 
bassadors. The ambassadors then an- 
nounced that they do not object to tho 
conclusion or a military armistice, 
which the Turkish government insisted 
must be signed between the military 
commanders in the field, after which the 
Porte will negotiate peace conditions 
with the ambassadors, the treaty to be 
signed by the Turkish and Greek pleni- 
potentiary in Thesaaly. 



First Names Announced of the List 
to Be Recommended for 
Jubilee Honors. 



DURRANT SOON TO RANG. 

Governor Budd Declines to Interfere-The 
Condemned Invites His Parents 
to the Execution. 

Sacramento, Cal., May 30.— Theodore 
Durraut will hang on J une 11, one week 
from next Friday. Gov. Budd this even- 
ing telephoned that much in effect to 
Warden Hale, of San Quentin, at the 
aame time ordering the death watch 
placed upon the prisoner. Immediately 
after telephoning this message to War- 
den Hale the Governor was driven in a 
closed carriage to the depot, where he 
took the train for San Francisco. Not- 
withstanding the fact that the Governor 
has make known. his decision and that 
the telephonic message has leaked out, 
the same secrecy is being maintained re- 
tarding the statement which the Gov- 
ernor has prepared, and hia statement 
will not be given out till to-morrow. 

Hm< Quentin, Cal., May 30.— Theo- 
dore Durrant has mado the declaration 
that if he must meet his fate on the gal- 
lows, he will die like a man. The mere 
suggestion of suicide is repulsive to him, 
he says. He alBO declares he will die in 
the presence of his parents, who will in- 
sist on attending tho execution as his in- 
vited guests. The elder Durrant says 
that hia wife is a woman of determina- 
tion, and she will press her legal rightB 
to the limit. Under the new law War- 
den Hale cannot deny her admission if 
she presents at the prison gate an invi- 
tation of her son requesting her presence 
at the hanging.

Premier Turner Making- Progress— 
Preferential Agreement Still 
Rebated in the House. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, May 31.— The house spent; 
nearly tho whole of to-day's seBsion dis- 
cussing tho preferential clause. Mr. 
Foster moved an amendment to maka 
the clause clearer, but it was voted 
down. Then he presented one to com- 
pel the government to submit any agree- 
ment for preferential terms to parlia- 
ment before making it binding. 

So far as known Mr. Laurier has nob 
yet decided on the list of recommenda- 
tions for Jubilee honors. Only three 
names are positively announced, these 
being Lieutenant-Governor Kirkpatrick, 
Premier Hardy of Ontario and Chief 
Justice Taylor of Winnipeg. 

The government contemplates crimin- 
al proceedings against some of the offi- 
cers implicated in the Kingston peni- 
tentiary exposures. 

Premier Turner, of British Columbia, 
had satisfactory interviews to-day with. 
Mr. Blair on railway matters, and with 
Mr. Sifton regarding the removal of the 
Songhees Indians. 

Caucuses of both political parties will 
be held on Wednesday. It is said that 
Mr. McNeill desires to present a resolu- 
tion nt the Conservative caucus on the 
preferential trade question, which he 
expects will receive the support of both 
political partieB. 

SIR CHARLES TUPPER. 

The Baronet About to Visit British Col- 
umbia—His Views on Tariff 
Tinkering. 

Montreal, May 31. — (SpeciaK — Sir 
Charles and Lady Tupper spent Satur- 
day in the city, returning to the Capital 
in the evening. During the afternoon 
the Conservative leader had an inter- 
view with Sir Wm. Van Horne. It is 
not at all probable that the Conserva- 
tives will offer any opposition to the re- 
election of Hon. Mr. Marchand or that 
of any of his ministers 

Sir Charles in apeaking with friends 
expressed the belief that the Ottawa 
government have begun to realize ihe 
sad miatake they made in tinkering with 
the tariff". An for the preferential 
clauaes, he declared that there is no 
doubt whatever that goods from Ger- 
many and other countries having fav- 
ored nation treaties will have to be in- 
troduced on the same terms as those 
from Great Britain. Sir Charles added 
that the soundest opinion in England 
favors this contention, and that the Can- 
adian government must realize thiB at 
an early day. 

Sir Charlea will not be in London for 
the Queen's Jubilee celebration. He 
will first go to British Columbia, after 
which he will cross the ocean, reaching 
London, perhaps, in July. 



THE QUAKING EAST. 

Additional Shocks Felt Over a Large Ex- 
tent of Territory. 

Washington, May 31.— What is sup- 
posed to have been an earthquake shock 
waB felt here at one minute before two. 
It lasted about fifty seconds. The 
weather bureau and naval observatory, 
which have recording instruments, are 
closed on account of Decoration Day ; 
but a watchman at the observatory said 
that the shock lasted nearly a minute, 
and that the movement was from south 
to north. 

Richmond, Va., May 31. — An earth- 
quake shock, lasting a few seconds, was 
experienced here about 1 :30 p.m. to-day. 
The shock was also felt at ABhville, N. 
C. ; Pittsburg, Pa.; Baltimore, Md.; 
Cleveland, Ohio; and Cincinnati. 

Louisville. Ky., May 81. — A distinct 
earthquake shock was felt in this city 
shortly after 1 o'clock to-day. It lasted 
about five seconds. The vibrations pass- 
ed from south to north. 

Chattanooga, Tenn, May 31. — A 
slight earthquake shock was felt about 
1 p. til. to-day throughout ICaat Tennes- 
see, from Bristol to Chattanooga. 



CANADA IS RESPONSIBLE. 

The Imperial Government Only a Contribu- 
tor in the Fast Atlantic Steam- 
ship Matter. 

London, May 31.— The Secretary of. 
State lor the Colonies, ans.vering a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons to-day 
regarding tho proposed fast ateamship 
service between Canada and Great Bri- 
tain, said the contract for this service 
was between Canada and Peterson, Taifc 
it Co., of Newcastle. Mr. Chamberlain 
added that he would not be certain, 
whether the Canadian Government ob- 
jected to the publication of the terms of 
tho contract. The Government of the 
Dominion had informed him that it waa 
fully satisfied with tho competency of 
the contractors to carry out their engage- 
ment.

THE HAYINGS OF CHRIST. 

Additions to the Gor.pel Records Recently 
Discovered in Egypt. 

Londox, May 31.— A great find of 
ancient papyri in Egypt has been made 
by Grenfell and Hunt, who are working 
in behalf of the Egyptian exploration 
fund. At Behnesa many ancient rub 
bish mounds yielded rieh stores. Among 
the papyri is a leaf from a third century 
papyruB book, containing a collection of 
the sayings of ChriBt. Some of these 
sayings are not in the gospels, andothers 
exhibit divergencies from the text of the 
cospels. 

One hundred and fifty rolls, in many 
cases several feet long, have been re- 
tained at tho Gizeh museum, and the 
rest are on the way to England. Besides 
the papyri, a number of coins, 200 in- 
scribed titles, bronze and ivory orna- 
ments and other objects of the "Roman 
and Byzantine periods have been re- 
covered.

With the expiraliori of the year id j 
which suitB for damage might be filed by 
sufferers in coneequence of the Point 
Ellice disaster, the city of Victoria iB in 
a position to know just what those en 
trusted with the direction of its affairs 
must face as a result of that memorable 
tragedy. The Hat of suits instituted is 
one of the longest, if not quite the long 
est, in the history of Canadian affairs 
while the total sum claimed in damages 
by those who have either lost near and 
dear relatives or have chemselves sub- 
taiued injury iB of the first magnitude. 
In a number of the cases entered the 
writs are taken out against the city and 
the tramway company jointly, while 
other claimants prefer to look entirely to 
the city for compensation, and atill others 
regaid the tramway company as alone 
responsible. The outcome of the two 
trials that have thus far been decided by 
jury, and in which appeals have already 
been lodged, indicates that the corpor- 
ation will have to face a terrible respon- 
sibility, and if the liability is eventually 
discharged by the courts it will bo upon 
the purely legal iesuo which lias been set 
up in defence. No fewer than sixty-six 
actions have been instituted in all, in- 
cluding the suit filed by the city against 
the tramway company, and the counter 
action of the company against the city — 
each being in the nature of a formal re- 
pudiation of responsibility. TheGordon 
and Patterson caseo, which have been 
decided against the city by special jurieB 
hearing the evidence at Vancouver, the 
one for $10,000 and the other for $13,500, 
are but the beginning, as there remain 
02 regular damage actions yet to be dis- 
posed of.

SECRETS OF THE J?AST. 

The Local Society Exploiting Fields of Un- 
usual Interest.

son's Bay and the Rockies is vaster in 
extent and superior in soil nnd climate 
to the provinces of Russia lying between 
the Baltic and the Ural Mountains. Yet 
these Russian provinces contain more 
than 45,000,000 people. Let us make a 
few comparisons: 

Stockholm lies in the Bame latitude aB 
Churchill. It has more than 160,000 
population, and is the seat of wealth, 
culture and refinement, and the head- 
quarters of a great commerce. St. 
Petersburg lies still further north, and 
has a population of 700,000. Moscow 
lies more than a hundred miles further 
north than Prince Albert, N.W.T., and 
Nijni Novgorod is further north still. 
Berlin with its million people is in the 
latitude of Edmonton. A hundred mil- 
lion people live in the drainage basin of 
the Baltic, which, as has been said 
above, is only one-third as large as the 
great Canadian area included in the 
drainage basin of Hudson's Bay. 

PactB such as the .foregoing are cer- 
tainly calculated to challenge public 
attention. They not only show that 
Col. Harris had good ground for the 
opinion which ho expressed as to the 
possible future of Churchill, but they 
give us new ideas of the almost infinite 
potentiality of Canada. In truth we do 
not as yet half understand what Hub 
great Dominion may become. We only 
know that it is equal in area and greater 
in natural resources than all that part of 
Europe which gave to the world its con- 
quering races, and to-day is the home of 
at least live of the great nations.

CANADA'S VAST DOMAIN. 


Reference was made in the Colonist a 
few days ago to the pamphlet issued by 
Col. Harris, in which he said, among 
other things, that Churchill, on Hud- 
son's Bay, would one day be a great city. 
A statement of this kind is apt to be re- 
ceived by every one with a great deal of 
incredulity, so contrary is it to our pre- 
conceived notions. Yet there is nothing 
intrinsically improbable in it. The sur- 
prise, when the facts of the case are in- 
vestigated; is that such a possibility 
should not long ago have been recog- 
nized. 

Corresponding in some respects to 
Hudson's Bay is the Baltic Sea, and its 
arms, the Gulfs of Bothnia^and Finland. 
Hudson's Bay is much the larger, being 
more than three times as great as the 
European sea. It lies for the most part 
in a more southerly latitude. James 
Bav, which is the southern extremity of 
Hudson's Bay, reaches more than two 
degrees further south than the Baltic 
Sea, and the northern boundary of the 
Canadian inland sea is nearly three de- 
grees south of the northern extremity of 
the Gulf of Bothnia, which is the north- 
ern extension of the Baltic. The great- 
est breadth oi Hudson's Bay, i.e. at Fort 
Churchill, is approximately at 58°,N. 
latitude, which is Bouth by at least one 
degree of the Gulf of Finland. The nav- 
jgition of the Baltic is interrupted by 
ice for from three to five months every 
year, that of Hudson's Bay is certainly 
not more interrupted. The great differ- 
ence' between the two inland seas is that 
while the entrance to Hudson's Bay, 
though wide, is at its northern extrem- 
ity, that to the Baltic, though tortuous 
and narrow, is at its southern extremity. 
But both are interfered with to a consid- 
erable extent by ice, although that of the 
Baltic is very much less so than that of 
II idson'B Bay. All the harbors oi the 
Ba'ticare usually completely blocked 
with ice from the latter part of Decem- 
ber to early in April, but sometimes the 
ice forms earlier and continues later. 
From this comparison it will be seen 
that Hudson's Bay possesses advantages 
quite equal to those enjoyed by the Bal- 
tic Sea, and that its communication 
with the ocean, though open for a 
Bhorter period than that of the Baltic, 
ia quite aa safe. Hence there are no 
reasons on the point of navigation why 
an extensive commerce should not bo 
built up on Canada's great inland sea. 

The drainage basin of the Baltic ;b not 
more than one-third the area of that ot 
Hudson's Bay. It is described as being 
" remarkable for the small proportion of 
its area that consists of mountainous 
country," and as " consisting of land of 
no considerable elevation, which slopes 
down gradually to its coast line, and of 
which a large proportion is covered by 
lakes." This description suits the drain 
age basin of the Hudson's Bay as well as 
if it were written for it. In a general 
way the mean annual temperature of 
the two areas is much the same, but the 
land surrounding Hudson's Bay 
probably a little colder in winter and 
little warmer in summer than that sur- 
rounding the Baltic; but the greater 
cold of the winter is not to be taken for 
granted. Dr. Robert Bell; in his la3t 
report on the land around the head of 
James Bay, describes a country not 
greatly dissimilar to Prussia in climate 
and productions. It is a little more 
southerly than most of Prussia. The 
coast of Hudson's Bay is quite equal in 
soil and climate to the Baltic coast of 
Sweden and Russia, and the prairie 
Xiiion of Canada lying between Hud- 



NO DISPUTE ABOUT YUKON. 

In the Seattle Times there is an inter- 
view with one of the agents of the Alaska 
Commercial Company, in which occur 
the statements that the British govern- 
ment is endeavoring to get possession of 
the Yukon, and that the Duke of Teck's 
company has made application to that 
government for certain rights in that 
district. We are surprised that in so 
well-informed a paper as the Seattle 
Times such extraordinary misstatements 
should be made. Only on Saturday a 
Seattle gentleman said in the Colonist 
office that he supposed the ownership of 
the Yukon gold fields depended upon 
the settlementof the boundary question - . 
Such misconception of the plain facts of 
gjography, as is exhibited in the cases 
just mentioned is the cause of much of 
the animosity displayed in the United 
StateB against Great Britain. During 
the Venezuelan dispute some sensational 
writers saw their opportunity to earn a 
few dollars by sending East statements 
that were ludicrously false. As a sample 
we may quote the story sent from Port 
Townsend to the effect that the people 
of Juneau slept with loaded rifles at 
their side ready to resist the British red- 
coats, who were preparing for a descent 
over the mountains, and the report 
added that the glare of the searchlights 
of British gunboats on the Yukon rival- 
led the Northern Lights. Can the im- 
agination conceive of more exquisite 
tomfoolery. Yet in more than one 
leading Eastern paper this monumental 
rubbish was printed with " scare heads " 
a quarter of a column, and at least one 
very prominent Boston paper treated it 
editorially as exhibiting British greed in 
a new quarter of the globe. Columns of 
editorial appeals were written to show 
that just as Great Britain was seeking to 
acquire the territory of Venezuela be- 
cause of the gold that was there, bo 
she was seeking to possess herself of the 
gold fields of Alaska. Incredible as 
it may seem, this alleged policy of Great 
Britain was coupled with the known in- 
tention of the British government to ad- 
here to the gold money standard, and 
the result was a series of appeals to pop- 
ular passion and prejudices which one 
would have thought impossible in a 
country where the free school is every- 
where found. 

When will the newspapers of the 
United States learn that not one rod of 
the Yukon can bo a subject of territorial 
dispute? The surveyors may not agree 
as to the location of the 1 list meridian 
by the matter of a few feet, but this cap 
and will be settled by observations and 
calculations. The exact position of a 
meridian cannot always be fixed with 
absolute precision; but when represent- 
atives of the two countries meet to fix 
the location of that which separates 
Alaska from the Yukon district, they 
will decide upon the meridional point, 
putupa monument'and settle the matter, 
bo far as the Yukon and its tributaries 
are concerned, for all time to come. 
The op::n question as to the boundary 
between southeastern Alaska and British 
Columbia has not the remotest bearing 
upon the ownership of the Yukon. If 
the maximum claim made on behalf of 
the United States wore allowed -it would 
not affect the ownership of a square 
yard of land in the Yukon valley or a 
drop of water in the Yukon river. 

We print these statements, though not 
with much hope that they will lead any 
American paper to cease publishing the 
ridiculous stuff which they delight in 
when discussing the Alaskan matter. 
The fact is that these papers do not 
want the truth. About two years ago, 
that is when the discussion of 
the Alaskan boundary was at its 
height, a leading New York paper 
aBked a Northwest newspaper man for 
an article on the subject. The instruc- 
tions were: " Write anything you please 
as longas it is anti-British." The truth 
Is not Sufficient for thoBe papers which 
introduce everything with half a yard of

All the heavy- 
investors of the old land are looking this 
way, and it only remains for the country 
to prove the extent of its vast resources 
in order to enlist ample capital for their 
development.

President Ker, of the British Colum- 
bia Board of Trade, accompanied by 
Secretary Elworthy, called on Mr. M. 
Sweetnam yesterday afternoon with re- 
spect to the necessity for improved mail 
accommodation to Kootenay points. 
During his recent visit to that part of 
the country Mr. Ker'a attention was re- 
peatedly drawn to the fact that although 
the C.P.R. are now running a daily 
steamer down the Columbia in connec- 
tion with the main line, the mails via 
the C.P.R. are only forwarded by steamer 
every other day. The mails by way of 
Spokane are received at Kossland daily, 
which gives the merchants of the former 
city a great, advantage over their Cana- 
dian competitors for the Kootenay trade, 
but now that the steamers of the C.P.R. 
are making daily trips down the Colum- 
bia the people of Kootenay expect that 
anangements will be made to forward a 
mail by each steamer. These points 
Mr. Ker impressed upon Mr. Sweetnam, 
who said that he was thoroughly alive to 
the importance of the matter, and on 
his return to Ottawa would lay the facts 
of the case before the Postmastei- 
General. 

James Pollock, who enjoyed the dis- 
tinction of being one of the pioneers of 
the Pacific Coast, and who was a resident 
business man of Victoria from 1870 to 
1877, died in Seattle on Saturday even- 
ing last of heart failure. There are few 
people on tho Coast who have not heard 
of the Vigilantes of San Francisco in the 
days before there was a Golden Gate 
pa T k or Sutro's baths were thought of. 
Mr. Pollock was a member of that fam- 
ous band, and as such was well known 
to many of the pioneers of San Fran- 
cisco. He arrived in San Francisco in 
1850, having made the journey from 
Philadelphia by the way of the isthmus 
of Panama. He opened a clothing and 
gentlemen's furnishing Btore and en- 
joyed a large trade with theatrical peo- 
ple, and in that way became acquainted 
with many who made fame and fortunes 
in after years. A Scotsman, who was 
prominently identified with the Scottish 
societies of tho Coast for about half a 
century past; a father of Odd Fellow- 
ship on the Pacific slope, and a business 
man who enjoyed the respect of all who 
did business with him, hia loss will be 
felt in every town and city from Cal- 
ifornia to British Columbia."

July 3. The racing board of the asso- 
ciation will meet within the next ten 
days to appoint the necessary officials 
and approve the track and other ar- 
rangements of the local club. 

At this championship meeting the 
professional and the amateur sovereignty 
of British Columbia at what are known 
as the " standard distances " will be de- 
cided.

At the opening of last night's city 
council meeting the clerk read a long 
list of writs that had that clay been 
served in connection with the Point 
Ellico bridge suits. They were forthwith 
referred to the city's legal advisers to 
defend, and in answer to Aid. Partridge, 
the City Solicitor stated that about a 
dozen of the bridge suits would be tried 
here, the rest being set down for Van- 
couver. 

In regard to the city's request that the 
provincial government should lis the 
fence around the old cemetery, Mr. W. 
S. Gore, deputy commissioner of lauds 
and works, pointed out that by the 
Municipalities act the cemetery comes 
under the city's jurisdiction. The city 
barrister will report on the subject. 

There was some little discussion over 
a complaint from Col. Peters that his 
cows had been seized by the pound- 
keeper laBt Thursday. He believed from 
what lie had been told that someone had 
driven them where they would be 
seized. This complaint will be looked 
into by the pound committee. 

At the request of the Capital Lacrosse 
Club, who want the band at their match 
with Westminster on Saturday, it was 
decided to change the concert to have 
been given in the park that afternoon to 
Sunday afternoon. 

Tenders for lodder were referred to the 
lire wardens, purchasing agent and 
streets committee, and tenders for the 
park grass went to the park committee 
and purchasing agent to award. 

When the finance committee's report 
came up the Mayor called attention to 
the fact that the committee had struck 
out the account of $50 for having the 
cemetery keeper's hooks put in proper 
shape. 

Aid. Partridge said that he saw no 
necessity of outside help having been 
employed to do the work, and Aid. Me- 
Candless bluntly said that it was for the 
same reason he had refused to sanction 
the account until he had some explan- 
ation of why it was brought in. 

Aid. Hall'spoke in a similar strain. 

The Mayor in explanation said that 
the books', not the ones in the city 
clerk's office, but the ones that 
had been kept by the former cem 
eterv keeper, were in a deplorable 
Btate, and having looked into the mat- 
ter, and as the city clerk's office had 
enough work of its own to do, he had 
exercised his right to have the work 
done, as there was an appropriation in 
the estimates for extra clerical assist 
ance. 

Aid. Partridge— " If you exercised this 
power in every department, you would 
soon have to put on an extra half mill 
on the dollar." 

Aid. VigeliuB thought the Mayor 
should have consulted the cemetery com 
lnittee before he had the work done, but 
the account was now due and should be 
paid. 

The matter was dropped, it being un- 
derstood that the finance committee will 
bring in the recommendation next week. 

Next came the streets committee re- 
port, in which it was recommended that 
a fi<iewalk be placed on Belton avenue 
and one also on North Pembroke street, 
between Fernwood and Stanley. This 
was adopted. 

Ttie Mayor had a note of warning to 
Bound in regard to finances. The streets 
had ^jO.OOO set aside for them in the es- 
timates, but of this only some $12,000 
remained, for the next seven months. 

A Id. Stewart was for going riuht ahead 
and putting some of the sidewalks in 
good shape. In fact it was absolutely 
necessary, for some streets such as Fort 
and Cook were in a disgraceful condition 
with rotten sidewalks. 

Aid. Wilson wanted some more sys- 
tematic plan adopted than the present 
patchwork way of repairing sidewalks. 
What was done should be done in a sys- 
tematic manner. 

The bicycle by-law was reconsidered 
and finally passed, the Mayor ruling that 
Aid. Partridge's desire to have the by- 
law recommitted at that stage could not 
be allowed. 

Aid. Wilson brought up the bad con- 
dition of Belleville Btreet, and the Mayor 
in explanition said he had ordered it 
attended to. 

This induced Aid. Kinsman to observe 
that as chairman of the streets commit- 
tee he might just as well resign, as the 
committee seemed to be passed over 
and he could not get work done that he 
ordered. 

The Mayor — " When I see anything 
wrong I ask the engineer to lojk after 
it." 

Aid. Kinsman — " 1 don't see the use 
of the Btreet committee then." 

A little further discussion ensued, and 
the matter being dropped the council 
adjourned. 

Ties for China. 

Tacoma, May 31. — After discharging 
and coaling, the Mount Lebanon will go 
to Port Blakeley and load railroad ties, 
to be used in the construction of the bisr 
'.Tientsin railroad that is being built in 
the north of China to connect with the 
International road in Siberia. From 
officers on the ship it is learned that all 
of the ties and a large portion of the 
rails will be shipped from Puget Sound 
to the Orient.

Rev. Solomon Cleaver Takes Leave ot the 
Metropolitan Church and 
Congregation. 

After a successful and decidedly popu- 
lar pastorate extending over a period of 
four yearSj Rev. Solomon Cleaver 'ook 
leave of the Metropolitan church and 
congregation on Sunday last, the church 
beiiij» crowded at both the morn- 
ing and the evening service and many 
remaining to clasp the hand' of the 
r tiring cle gyman at d wish him health, 
bappiuess and auccesa in his new field of 
labor. At the close of his evening dis- 
course the reverend gentleman took 
formal leave of the city of Victoria, 
speaking in hearty appreciation of the 
many kindnesses extended to him by all 
with whom ho had come in contact dur- 
ing hia residence here, and bespeaking 
for hia successor, Rev. Mr. Speor, the 
cordial co-operation without which a 
minister's work ia so severely handi- 
capped. 

Last evening the congregation said 
good-bye to Mr. Cleaver and his family 
at a social arranged by the Ladies' Aid 
Society. It had been intended to have 
the gathering in the church parlors, but 
bo many attended that it had to be held 
in the church itself.

have been during your sojourn on the Pact 
lie coast of this wide Dominion.''

Ah Sing 
started a rubbiBh fire without having 
first obtained a peimit, on the night of 
the 19th, nnd two days later paid a fine 
of $25 in coneequenee to the city police 
court, the fire brigade having been given 
an unnecessary run through his careless- 
ness. The 23rd of the month was un- 
commonly prolific of alarms. At 1.15 
p.m. a blaze started on the- roof of W. A. 
Sprinkling's residence, No. 72 Discovery 
street; cause, sparks; loss, $5. Later in 
the day a rubbish firo was discovered 
under a strairway adjoining the block on 
the northwest corner of Government 
and Johnson streets; no damairo re- 
sulted. At 5.20 p.m. Rock Bay bridge 
was afire ; no loss.

Mr. Remington Criticises a Receni 
Estimate About His Proposition 
to This City.' 



Takes It For Granted That the 
Scheme Is Dead But Wishes to 
Bet Himself Right. 

To tub Editor :— I have just read the 
articles undor dato of May 21 and 22 
setting foith the coat of a plant such aB 
it was our purpose to construct In your 
city. Had our mutual iriend, Mr. Car- 
lyle, been aa zealous In obtaining facte 
as he apparently is in condemning the 
project, I think his letter from Mr. E. P. 
Mathewson would have read very differ- 
ently. Wero it not too lengthy I would 
be pleased to have you print the com- 
plete specifications, but suffice it to say 
that the proposition submitted Mr. 
Mathewson was for three stacks 42x110, 
while ours were 44x145. Mr. Carlyle 
did not state that your ores were all sul- 
phide ores, and that it would he neces- 
sary to roast all the ores smelted in that 
section of the country. Had he set 
forth the necessity of putting in one 
Witney furnace capable of roasting fifty 
tons of ore per day, six Reverberutory 
furnaces, four Bruckner furnaces, in ad- 
dition to that the refining plant, the 
dimensions; of which you are familiar 
with, and the purchase of the necessary 
ground at the rate of $1,000 per acre of 
which we had agreed, I think the 
answer from Mr. Mathewson, as I be- 
lieve him to bean honorable man, would 
have been different from the one pub- 
lished in your paper, as he has not thu 
facts and his estimate is only a guess. 

Now that' this matter is entirely i» 
the hands of the ratepayers to make a 
petition asking the council to SOS upon 
our proposition, as thir.ga roach that 
condition no further interest is taken 
unless realty holders interest themselves, 
I tako for granted tbat this ifi an end of 
our proposition to the citizens of Vic- 
toria. But as it is my purpose to do 
more or less mining in your section of 
country, 1 feel Itiat it is only just on 
the part of myself and associates to be 
placed right in the premises. I^tated 
to the citizens of Victoria that it would 
require in the neighborhood of $375,000 
to put thoso works in operation, aside 
from the use of about a million dollars 
for the purchase of ore; I still maintain 
my original proposition, and to bear out 
my assertion 1 have requested M. Sam- 
uel James, who has been the general 
superintendent of the Pennsylvania 
.Smelting Co. fcr a number of years and 
who, I think, Mr. Matiiewson will state 
is fully capable of figuring on this work 
I offer him in support of my former as- 
sertion, i would further suggest, that 
if Mr. Mathewson or lib friends feel in- 
clined to construct a plant Ruch aa we 
have namKl and now hold the plana and 
speci Mentions lor, for a bonus of $25,000, 
and, further, inasmuch as the city of 
Victoria could >!" nothing that would 
aid her so oufch, I would suggest that 
they act immediately and submit that 
proposition to the gentleman for his 
consideration, ami if aocoped, 1 will take 
pleasure in lurnishiug him (Mir plana 
and specifications for th<- >■< instruction 
of tois plant, f nolo a part ot his letter 
which read* as follows: 

•' If you want a Binelter and refinery 
in Victoria, why not communicate witli 
some "f tho big plants here with a view 
of having them start a branch. 1 have 
no doubt that a bonus of $25,000 would 
tempt one of them to build, if, after in- 
vestigation, the town proved to beagood 
location. Please note that 1 have changed 
smelters." 

ff his business at the Bmelters is 
handled as recklessly aa this proposition 
ia by him, 1 do not wonder that he haa 
changed smelters. I wish to say in sup- 
port of my former assertion that furn- 
aces the size I have mentioned are smelt- 
ing 150 tons of ore per day in Salt Lake 
Valley, and it is our purpose to build 
three. 1 leave you to judge who is right. 
I believe Mr. Mathewson will tell you 
that the copper furnace, above mention- 
ed, is capable of smelting 200 tons of 
copper ore per day, and when he states 
that even $150,000 will construct a plant 
of that character at Victoria without 
having the contour of the land or other 
specifications, it should go without say- 
ing that his statement can not be relied 
upon.

easily 100 tons per day; and if you have 
ores to operate your copper furnaces, 1 feci 
confident in saying that the capacity 
of one stack alone would equal 20U 
tons per day. I will, however, say 
that I do not think Mr. Mathewson took 
in consideration the roasting plant that 
your plans shows, I would say that £100,- 
000 would be only a fairestiniatc for a plant 
capahle of handling the tonnage ore neces- 
sary tn operate your furnaces.

Our proposition ia a mutual benefit to 
ourselves and to the property holders of 
Victoria, and no clear-headed, fair- 
minded man will gainsay but it will aid 
iii centralizing business and make for 
every property holder dollars to cents 
paid in for this enterprise. In conclu- 
sion, let me suggest, this wise man 
whom our friend Mr. Carlyle haa found 
for you may be able to crucify our enter- 
prise in Victoria, but the sepulchre will 
do as it did once before, give up its 
dead, and the enterprise will live, and 
men who can and will investigate will 
enjoy the fruits thereof.

To Relieve the " Coraus " and 
'• Wild Swan." 



Captain Lewis of the British Ship 
" Sam Mendell " Again 
In Trouble. 



The British Admiralty, carrying out 
their plan to strengthen the efficiency of 
the North Pacific station as outlined in 
the Colonist several months ago, are 
soon to remove two of the inferior ves- 
sels now in this squadron and replace 
them with more powerful and more 
modern ships. The Comus and the Wild 
Swan are tho craft retired from service 
on this Coast, but when they will sail 
homeward ia not yet known. The 
Comus' commission does not expire 
until October, 1898, and her premature 
departure for home cannot be assigned 
to any othor cause than the deBire of the 
Admiralty to have the Pacific coast 
patrolled by Bhipa more capable of hold- 
ing their own in any emergency. The 
Comus is a third-class screw cruiser of 
2,380 tons, and 2,000 (N.D.) I.H.P., while 
the Leander, her relief, is a second-class 
twin screw cruiser of 4,300 tons and 
5,000 I.H.P. (N.D,) In comparing the 
other two ships a still greater improve- 
ment ia shown, the Wild Swan being a 
screw sloop of 1,130 tons and only 80U 
I.H.P. (N.D.) and tho Phaeton being of 
the same tonnage and horsepower as the 
Leander. It ia thought the two nesv 
cruisers wili be here by Christmas next, 
but there is nothing definite as to this. 
The Phaeton has been spoken as being 
probably bound in this direction for 
some time past.

The U. S. corvette Alert yesterday 
afternoon took up quarters off the outer 
wharf, where she will remain for three 
days prior to leaving for the Sound. 
She is now on her way to Alaska from 
San Francisco and will accompany the 
old revenue cutter Bear from northern 
waters ft) the Golden Gate. Under or- 
dinary circumstances the Alert's com- 
panionship would be conaidered an hon- 
or but in this case it is one ship conduct- 
ing the other to tho boneyard, or nearly 
so, as when the Bear re-enterB service 
again, if such is ever the case, she will 
be almost completely new. Several of 
the Alert's crew were yesterday ashore, 
and it is an interesting fact that of five 
of their number met on a boat landing 
only two were Americans. Two were 
Englishmen, one having been a member 
of the crew of the Canadian-Australian 
liner a few years ago. 

" COALS TO NEWCASTLE." 

" There was a peculiar condition of 
affairs on the water front yesterday," 
says a Call of recent date, " when the 
General Fairchild went alongside the 
Dirigo to take on board coal for Nanai- 
mo. The 1 black diamonds ' came from 
the Cumberland coal mines via New 
York and they are known as ' black- 
smith coal.' The explanation is this: 
The General Fairchild wants ballast and 
they want blacksmiths' coal in Alaska 
as well as British Columbia coal. Con- 
sequently, aa the General Fairchild 
would have had to go from here in bal- 
last, it was cheaper to fake the coal from 
the Dirigo and" finish the loading at 
Nanaiino." 

IN MOKE DIFFICULTY. 

Captain Lewis, of the British ship 
Sam Mendel, which was quarantined 
after her arrival here from Chili, found 
himself in more hot water yesterday. 
He is under charter to load lumber on 
the Sound for Australia, and was about 
to go thither yesterday when Collector 
Milne came in Ida way. The tug O.ur 
was already to take her in tow and there 
waa nothing to do but to net clearance 
papers, When thia formality came to be 
transacted the Captain had no " clean 
•bill of health " from Dr. Watt, and of 
course clearance papers could not be 
issued. The crew are still in quarantine. 

THE UPPER LAKE SERVICE. 

Commencing to-day the C.P.R. Com- 
pany inaugurate first class daily a team - 
boat service on the Kootenay lakes. 
Southbound a Bteamer leaves Arrow- 
head daily except Sundays, and north- 
bound from Trail a vessel sails diurnally 
except on Mondays . The steamerB per- 
forming the service will be the Koote- 
nay and the Nakuep, while on the Sloean 
lake the new steamer Slocan will run 
daily except on Sundays, leaving the 
town of that name and touching at 
Silverton and other intermediate points.

" HELLO THERE" AGAIN. 

Bell Telephone Company Ask Permission to 
Raise the Rates— Petitions Circu- 
lated Against the Move. 

That the petition of the Bell Tele- 
phone Company to permit their rate of 
charges for telephone service to bo in- 
creased, be not granted, ia the leading 
clause of a counter petition to the 
Governor-General-in-Council which is 
now being circulated in the Dominion 
for signatures, and a copy of which has 
been left at this office. 

Some little time ago City Clerk Dowler 
was in receipt of a copy of this petition 
sent out by John Blevins, city clerk of 
Toronto, and asking the co-operation of 
the Victoria council in an attempt to 
head off a move now under way on the 
part of the telephone company to raiso 
their present rates. 

Accompanying the petition are several 
elaborate statements made by the tele- 
phone company Bhowing the necessity 
lor their being allowed to raise the rates 
now charged. According to these pro- 
posed now rates metallic circuits and 
bolid back transmitters, both necessary to 
a properly equipped telephone service, 
are to be charged at extra figures, while 
persons living more than half a mile 
from " central " are placed at the mercy 
of the company to charge whatever they 
like. In fact the effect of the proposed 
change would, by the showing of tho 
Toronto authorities, more than double 
the present cost, which, to say the least, 
ia hardly in keeping with the spirit of 
the times. Among the resons given for 
asking permission to thus increase their 
charges are " that an increase in the 
numbers of subscribers served by a 
central office increases the cost per sub- 
scriber," and "that the company are 
running their buaineas, or portions" of it, 
at a loss." 

Per contra, a statement prepared by 
the city authorities of Toronto, based on 
tiie Bworn returns made by the telephone 
company, shows that the net earning 
power of the company ia over 10,'.| per 
cent, on its capital. 

The petition also aaks for an inquiry 
by 11 commission into the telephone busi- 
ness, and the cost thereof with the 
usual powers to subpoena and examine 
witnesses, and to have all necessary pro- 
ductions on such inquiry.

THE ELECTRIC STORM. 

Saturday's Lightning Responsible for a 
Chapter of Mishaps in the Term- 
inal City, 

Saturday's electric storm, which in 
Victoria was notable only on nctm. t of 
the rare infrequency of thunder, was a 
much more serious affair to the neigh- 
boring .city of Vancouver. Lightning iB 
almost as great a novelty there as in 
Victoria, and in the past the harmless 
sheet lightning only has been seen. On 
Saturday, however, the genuine forked 
article was much in evidence. 

The first indication of its presence was 
the stoppage of tho cars running be- 
tween Westminster and Vancouver and 
those in Bervice on the city routes— the 
pyrotechnic display being a little too 
close at hand and too elaborate lor the 
safety of motormen and passengers. 

Then William Milne, a junior clerk in 
the C. P. R. telegraph office, on going to 
the telephone to receive a message was 
shocked so badly that he at once col- 
lapsed, and for tho rest of the day was 
entirely unfitted for business. 

About the same time a 'longshoreman 
employed on tho British Yeoman, lying 
at Evans, Coleman it Evans' wharf, was 
similarly incapacitated and sent in a 
carriage to receive medical attention. 

When the storm was at its height, the 
rain fulling heavily in scattered drops as 
big as marbles, an alarm of fire took the 
brigade to the home of William Morton, 
a resident of Harris street. The blaze 
too was found to be attributable to the 
lightning, a bolt having Btruck the roof 
near an unused chimney and immediate- 
ly set the entiro upper portion of the 
structure in a blaze. Loth roof and at- 
tic were considerably injured, and $200 
will not entirely cover the bill of dam 
ages. 

The last and least serious of the in 
cidents of the storm was reported from 
the Hotel Badminton, where two of the 
guests were the victims of a littieadven 
ture they will remember for some time 
to come. They had cone to the tower to 
locate tho fire for which the alarm had 
just Bounded, and, standing on a wot 
metal roof, were admirably qualified to 
receive a mild shock, which unnerved as 
much aa it surprised them.
